Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  36th  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Crosby. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year, 
although  there  were  366  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified,  compared 
with  125  cases  in  1971.  The  increase,  however,  was  due  to  the  330  cases 
of  measles,  compared  with  39  the  year  before.  These  cases  occurred  mainly 
in  the  3-5  year  age  group,  who  would  be  beyond  the  age  when  routine 
immunisation  of  babies  against  measles  started  two  years  ago.  It  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  that  as  many  babies  as  possible  are  immunised  against 
measles,  so  that  they  will  be  protected  against  the  disease  as  they  grow 
older,  and  I would  urge  as  many  parents  as  possible  to  take  advantage  of 
the  facilities  for  immunisation  which  are  available  both  at  Clinics  and 
from  General  Practitioners. 

The  Birth  Rate  at  15.6  per  1000  population  was  comparable  with  the 
figure  of  15.7  for  1971.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  fell  to  14.8. 

The  Death  Rate  showed  a slight  increase  at  14  per  1000  population, 
compared  with  13  in  1971. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  17  per  1000  live  births,  compared  with 
25  last  year.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
lung  cancer  at  33  showed  a welcomed  reduction  on  the  figure  of  46  in  1971. 
This  continuing  trend  in  Crosby  is  to  be  welcomed,  albeit  on  small  figures, 
because  it  is  not  the  experience  of  the  coimtry  as  a whole,  where  the 
numbers  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  continue  to  rise. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  have  continued  to  carry  out  their 
duties  in  a competent  manner,  although  handicapped  for  much  of  the  year 
by  illness  of  two  of  tlie  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Some  figures  of  visits 
made  during  the  year  will  indicate  the  extent  of  the  work  carried  out. 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  8,325  visits  to  various  premises  in 
relation  to  housing  defects,  food  hygiene,  and  the  proper  upkeep  of 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  premises.  The  Health  Visitors  paid  14,196 
visits  to  children  and  families  in  their  own  homes.  The  District  Nurses 
paid  46,189  visits  in  attending  to  1,329  patients  who  needed  nursing  care 
in  their  own  homes,  whilst  the  Midwives  attended  18  confinements  and 
made  3,589  visits  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  whereby  the  District  Nurses  have  been 
attached  to  groups  of  General  Practitioners,  or  are  liaising  with  single 
handed  General  Practitioners  has  been  extended,  so  that  now  all  the 
General  Practitioners  have  the  service  of  a District  Nurse,  who  calls  upon 
them  at  their  surgery,  and  in  many  cases,  treats  the  patients  on  the  surgery 
premises. 

During  the  year  certain  services  which  had  been  delegated  to  Crosby 
Public  Health  Department  were  handed  over  to  the  new  Social  Services 
Department.  These  services,  which  include  the  Home  Help  service. 
Mental  Health  service  and  the  welfare  of  the  handicapped,  had  been 
developed  to  a considerable  extent  in  Crosby,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they 
will  continue  to  provide  a successful  service  and  expand  under  the  new 
Social  Services  Department. 

Finally,  I would  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
C^mittee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year,  and  the  Chief 
Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  ready  help  and  assistance  at  all  times,

Child  Health  Centres.  These  centres  are  provided  so  that  mothers 
can  bring  their  babies  regularly  for  supervision  and  advice  by  the  medical 
officer  and  the  health  visitor.  The  average  attendance  per  session  was 
lower  than  the  previous  year.  70  children  were  referred  to  specialists 
and  38  to  the  child's  own  general  practitioner.  Certain  proprietary  foods

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Ascertainment  of  Deafness  in  Young  Children.  In  view  of  tht 
importance  of  diagnosing  deafness  at  a very  early  age,  all  the  health 
visitors  have  received  special  training  and  carry  out  screening  tests  of 
hearing  on  young  children  either  at  the  child  welfare  centres  or  in  the 
homes  of  the  children.

Phenylketonuria.  A severe  degree  of  mental  deficiency  is  associated  with 
a high  concentration  of  phenylamine  in  the  blood  and  it  is  important  that 
this  be  detected  as  early  as  possible  in  order  to  start  dietary  treatment.  The 
health  visitors  make  a simple  blood  test  of  babies  aged  between  10-14  days 
and  in  1972  666  tests  were  made.  No  child  was  found  to  be  positive. 


Premature  Infants.  Premature  infants  are  those  who  weigh  5^  lbs. 
or  less  at  birth.  Health  visitors  are  required  to  give  priority  to  the  visiting 
of  such  cases  and  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  midwife  in  atten- 
dance where  the  confinement  takes  place  at  home.  The  following  table 
gives  details  of  the  52  premature  live  births  and  5 premature  stillbirths, 
which  occurred:

Family  Planning  Clinics.  Women  who,  for  medical  reasons  and  in 
the  interests  of  their  health,  require  advice  on  birth  control  may  be  re- 
ferred to  a Family  Planning  Clinic.  The  Family  Planning  Association  hold 
weekly  sessions  at  Prince  Street  Clinic,  Waterloo, 

Maternity  Outfits.  Maternity  outfits  are  provided  free  for  patients 
attended  by  the  domiciliary  mid  wives.

Midwifery.  The  domiciliary  midwifery  scheme  provides  for  the  em- 
ployment of  whole-time  midwives  who  attend  the  confinements  of  patients 
in  their  own  homes.  They  made  3,589  visits,  showing  a decrease  on  the 
number  for  1971  which  was  3,650  visits.  The  total  number  of  home 
confinements  attended  by  the  midwives  decreased  from  38  in  1971  to 
18  in  1972.

Health  Visiting.  Health  Visitors  have  nursing  and  midwifery  qualifi- 
cations in  addition  to  possessing  the  health  visitors  certificate.  They  are 
specially  trained  to  deal  with  social  problems  and  frequently  act  as  the 
link  between  the  family  and  various  statutory  and  voluntary  social  services 
available  to  them.  While  health  visitors  are  concerned  with  all  classes 
of  the  community  needing  advice,  particular  attention  is  given  to  the  care 
of  infants  and  young  children,  the  aged  and  the  handicapped.  Visits 
during  the  year  totalled  14,196  against  15,543  visits  during  the  previous 
year.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. — Facilities  are  provided  for  the  free 
vaccination  of  any  child  desiring  it  either  at  the  Clinics  or  by  General 
Practitioners. 

It  is  not  now  the  policy  of  the  Department  of  Health  to  immunise 
babies  routinely  against  smallpox,  since  the  disease  is  now  rare  in  Western 
Countries.  Smallpox  vaccination  is  only  necessary  for  Hospital  and 
Ambulance  workers  and  for  those  travelling  to  countries  where  it  is  still 
endemic.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus 
Poliomyelitis  and  Measles — 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  can  be 
given  as  a " triple  ” vaccine,  or  a " combined  ” vaccine  against  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  or  tetanus  or  a " single  ” vaccine  against  diphtheria 
alone.  Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  measles  is  also  made  available 
at  the  clinics  or  by  general  practitioners. 

Rubella  vaccine  is  available  for  all  thirteen  year  old  girls  as  a protection 
against  german  measles.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  1946— SECTION  28 


Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care 

Tuberculosis.  The  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  but  Tuberculosis  Visitors,  em- 
ployed by  the  County  Council,  are  engaged  in  the  domiciliary  visiting  of 
notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  contacts,  working  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  chest  physician  whose  clinic  they  attend  regularly.  Extra 
nourishment  may  be  provided  in  certain  circumstances  where  this  is 
recommended  by  the  chest  physician.  Financial  responsibility  may  be 
accepted  for  maintenance  in  special  residential  training  centres. 

In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
1952,  5 new  cases  were  registered  during  the  year  compared  with  20  the 
previous  year.  Two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  recorded. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination.  The  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  offers  vaccination 
against  tuberculosis  where  appropriate,  to  school  children  from  approxi- 
mately 13  years  of  age  up  to  school  leaving  age,  including  students  attending 
universities,  teacher  training  colleges,  technical  colleges  and  other  further 
education  establishments.  The  Medical  Officers  receive  special  training 
in  B.C.G.  vaccination  technique.  154  persons  were  vaccinated  in  1972, 
by  the  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  and  13  schools  were  com- 
pleted by  the  School  Medical  Officers.

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Cervical  Cytology.  A total  of  282  women  were  examined  at  the  cervical 
cytology  clinic  held  at  Prince  Street.  Of  these  26  were  referred  to  their 
general  practitioners  for  other  conditions. 

Health  Education.  The  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and  the  health 
visitors  in  particular,  are  all  continuously  engaged  in  health  education. 
Activities  include  talks  on  health  matters  to  the  mothers  attending  the 
clinics,  women’s  organisations  and  other  associations,  supported  on 
occasion  by  the  showing  of  films. 

Loan  of  Nursing  Equipment.  Articles  of  nursing  equipment  are 
available  on  loan  to  patients  who  are  confined  or  nursed  at  home.  Items 
of  equipment  available  include  : air  rings,  beds,  mattresses,  bed-rests, 
bed  pans,  commodes  and  urinals.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service. 

There  is  also  available  for  the  incontinent,  pads,  rolls,  rubber  pants 
and  disposable  nappies. 


Chiropody  Service.  This  free  service  is  limited  to  the  aged,  the 
physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers.  Two  sessions  per  week 
are  held  at  the  School  Clinic,  Seaforth,  four  at  the  School  Clinic,  Waterloo, 
3 sessions  per  fortnight  at  the  School  Clinic,  Thornton,  and  one  session 
per  fortnight  at  the  Community  Centre  on  the  Brownmoor  Estate.  The 
Chiropodists  are  employees  on  loan  from  Health  Division  No.  7 but  the 
organising  of  the  clinics  is  done  by  the  Crosby  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee.  The  number  of  individuals  treated  in  1972  was  481,  and  the 
number  of  treatments  given  was  2,578  compared  with  2,628  the  previous 
year.

Seaion  14  of  this  Act,  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Corporation, 
provides  for  the  registration  of  hawkers  of  food  and  premises  used  by 
them  for  storage. 

5 hawkers  are  registered  in  the  Borough,  their  vehicles  are  regularly 
inspected  and  all  practicable  control  is  exercised. 


ICE  CREAM. 

All  premises  at  which  ice-cream  is  manufactured  or  sold  were  regular- 
ly inspected,  136  visits  being  made  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  48  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Samples  were  submitted  to  a methylene  blue  reduction  test,  and  divided 
into  four  grades,  in  accordance  with  a provisional  grading  system  recom- 
mended by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  As  a working  basis,  the  Ministry 
have  suggested  that  50%  of  the  samples  from  any  one  source  should  fall 
into  grade  1,  80%  into  grades  1 and  2,  and  none  into  grade  4.  No  claims 
for  the  infallibility  of  this  test  are  made  by  the  Ministry,  but  it  forms  a 
useful  adjunct  to  regular  inspection,  and  helps  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  concentrate  their  efforts  on  endeavouring  to  improve  the  technique  of 
the  less  satisfactory  producers  and  retailers. 

When  sampling  ice-cream  it  is  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  practice  to 
devote  special  attention  to  the  less  satisfactory  sources  of  supply,  and  to 
take  immediate  ‘ repeat  ’ samples  when  the  original  sample  is  placed  in 
grade  3 or  4. 

48  samples  were  submitted  to  the  ‘methylene  blue’  test  and  of  these 
46  were  placed  in  grade  one,  2 in  grade  two,  0 in  grade  three  and  0 in 
grade  four. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  In- 
spectors, all  of  whom  possess  the  necessary  qualihcations.  Shops,  vehicles 
and  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored,  conveyed  or  sold  are  kept 
under  constant  supervision.

BAKEHOUSES. 

At  the  end  of  1972  there  were  8 bakehouses  in  the  Borough.  All 
bakehouses  were  inspected,  and  generally  found  to  be  maintained  in  a 
clean  and  satisfactory  condition.

THE  PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951.

All  shops  in  the  Borough  where  animals  are  sold  are  inspec- 
ted and  in  licensing  such  premises  the  Council  have  imposed  conditions 
designed  to  secure  the  comfort  and  humane  treatment  of  the  animals 
concerned. 


PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS. 

Twenty-eight  premises  were  licensed  during  the  year  for  the  storage 
of  petrol.  16  of  these  premises  were  public  filling  stations;  in  the  remaining 
cases  petrol  was  stored  only  for  use  in  the  Licensees'  vehicles. 

Three  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  cellulose  thinners. 


THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Art,  which  came  into  force  on  1st  August,  1964,  increased  the  local 
authority’s  power  of  control  over  shops,  for  the  first  time  extended  these 
powers  to  offices,  and  made  registration  obligatory  upon  the  proprietors 
of  both  types  of  premises.

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

During  the  year  10,470  premises  in  the  Borough  were  inspected. 

To  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  found  during  these  inspections, 
328  preliminary  notices  were  served  upon  owners  and  occupiers.  Cases 
in  which  these  notices  were  not  complied  with  were  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee,  upon  whose  order  71  statutory  notices  were  served. 

Premises  were  visited  while  work  was  in  progress  with  the  object  of 
ensuring  that  the  nuisances  were  satisfactorily  abated,  the  number  of 
such  re-inspections  being  1,659.  903  nuisances  were  discovered  and 
1,717  abated  during  the  year. 

Intimations  were  sent  to  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department  on  36 
occasions  regarding  the  following  matters  noted  during  inspections  of

Since  the  act  became  operative  in  August  1969,  655  applications 
for  qualification  certificates  have  been  received  and  103  certificates  issued. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES  AND  FISH  FRIERS. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  Borough  at  which  offensive  trades  are 
carried  on. 

There  were  20  fish  frying  establishments  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
1972.  62  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and  in  all  cases 
the  premises  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
condition.  Minor  matters  discovered  in  inspections  were  all  remedied 
informally. 


REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  and  supervised  by  the  Highways  Superintendent. 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  Borough  is  effected 
by  means  of  mechanised  vehicles.  A weekly  collection  is  operated. 

Trade  refuse  is  removed  weekly  by  means  of  a covered  motor  vehicle, 
and  the  charge  for  collection  is  8p  per  bin  after  one  free  bin  per  week. 

The  Corporation  dispose  of  the  refuse  by  controlled  tipping,  under  a 
joint  scheme  operated  by  Crosby,  Bootle  and  Litherland. 

During  the  year  an  estimated  total  of  18,905  tons  of  refuse  was  collected 
and  removed. 


STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES. 

The  streams  and  ditches  are  cleansed  and  bottomed  by  their  owners 
and  receive  frequent  inspection. 

With  the  spread  of  new  houses  into  the  rural  area,  the  task  of  keeping 
ditches  clear  becomes  more  difficult  each  year,  and  constant  supervision 
is  necessary. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  are  four  factory  chimneys  in  the  Borough.  Observations 
were  taken  during  the  year,  but  few  serious  emissions  of  smoke  were  noted. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  nearly  all  the  atmospheric  pollution  in  the 
Borough  is  now  due  to  domestic  cliimneys  and  smoke  blown  in  from  other 
areas. 

A daily  volumetric  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  recorder  is  in  operation 
at  Alexandra  Hall. 


CINEMAS. 

There  is  one  cinema  in  the  Borough  which  was  inspected  and  found 
to  be  well  conducted. 


Housing  and  Environmental  Hygiene 
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VERMIN-INFESTED  PREMISES. 

Where  vermin  are  found,  whatever  treatment  seems  most  appropriate 
is  promptly  applied.  Bug-infested  dwellings  are  liberally  sprayed  with 
an  approved  insecticide.  Bedding  is  removed  before  spraying  commences, 
treated  with  high  pressure  steam,  and  returned,  aired  and  ready  for  use, 
on  the  same  day.  Flies,  fleas  and  moths  are  dealt  with  by  a lighter  spraying 
with  the  same  insecticide,  or  by  dissemination  of  insecticidal  smokes 
in  the  affected  rooms. 

Infestations  of  cockroaches,  ants  and  silverfish  are  treated  by  insecticide 
recommended  for  the  purpose. 

Precautions  are  taken  to  guard  against  the  risk  of  bug-infestation  in 
Corporation  houses,  and  if  the  least  trace  of  infestation  is  found,  the 
furniture  is  treated  with  a liquid  insecticide.  At  the  same  time,  bedding, 
etc.,  is  treated  by  high  pressure  steam  in  the  Corporation’s  disinfector. 

All  complaints  received  regarding  infestation  were  mvestigated,  and 
bugs  were  found  in  the  following  premises  : — 

Council  Houses,  26. 

Other  Houses,  18. 

21  detailed  inspections  were  recorded  under  this  heading  during  the 
year,  and  299  premises  were  disinfested  on  account  of  infestation  by 
fleas,  moths,  cockroaches,  ants,  ‘^silverfish’,  wasps,  woodworms  .nd 
spider-beetles. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  no  temporary  dwellings  on  licensed  sites  in  the  Borough. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

One  full  time  rodent  operative  was  engaged  in  carrying  out  duties 
under  the  above  enactment. 


Many  mice  infestations  again  proved  troublesome  to  eradicate, 
but  by  judicious  use  of  the  available  poisons,  good  results  were  achieved.

SCHOOLS. 

At  the  end  of  1972  there  were  38  Schools  in  the  Borough.  The 
names  of  all  children  who  are  excluded  from  school  on  account  of 
infectious  disease  in  their  homes  are  notified  to  the  Head  Teachers  of  the 
schools  concerned. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK 

All  specimens  requiring  bacteriological  examination  are  submitted 
to  The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Liverpool. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Liverpool  Corporation  supply  the  whole  of  the  Borough  with 
water  excellent  in  quality  and  adequate  in  quantity,  drawn  chiefly  from 
Llyn  Celyn  and  Lakj  Vyrnwy  in  North  Wales,  supplemented  by  water 
from  the  River  Dee.  All  houses  are  served  from  the  pubhc  mains. 

The  water  is  purified  by  filtration,  and  afterwards  treated  with  chlorine. 
Samples  are  regularly  examined  by  the  Liverpool  City  Bacteriologist, 
with  imiformly  satisfactory  results.  The  water  contains  0.04  natural 
fluoride  (expressed  as  F in  P.P.M.). 

No  diflicultics  due  to  plumbo-solvent  action  have  been  experienced. 


STREET  SWEEPING 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  and  supervised  by  the  Highways  Superintendent. 

Trunk  roads  and  most  classified  roads  are  cleansed  daily  and  other 
classified  roads  and  districts  roads  at  least  once  weekly.  The  whole  of  the 
approximately  86  miles  of  roads  with  their  rear  passages  receive  regular 
attention.  The  work  is  carried  out  in  five  districts  by  crews  operating 
electrically  propelled  hand  controlled  machines.  These  street  sweeping 
districts  are  supplemented  by  sweepers  using  street-orderly  handcarts*' 
operating  in  the  main  shopping  areas,  maintaining  a daily  sweep.  The 
' district  sweeping  ^ is  scheduled  to  take  place  on  the  day  following  the 
collection  of  household  refuse.
